Paralyzing Snowstorm in N. Y. 


Numbing Cold Wave Tightens 
Its Grip On Most of Nation

Central New York State battled 
a paralyzing snowstorm today, and 
a numbing cold wave tightened its 
grasp over much of the rest of the 
nation. 
The 
N e w 
Y o r k 
snowstorm 
brought traffic to a virtual stand­ 
still between Albany and Buffalo, 
forcing schools and most industries 
in the 300-mile area to remain clos­ 
ed today. 
At least IO deaths in New York 
were blamed on the storm. 
Most 
occurred in accidents on storm 
swept highways since Friday. 
Northwesterly 
winds 
scooped 
moisture from Lake Ontario dur 
ing the weekend and dumped it 
across the state in blinding snow' 
flurries. 
Syracuse was buried under 37 
inches of snow at midnight, and 
wind gusts of more than 50 miles 
an hour piled the snow into six- 
foot drifts. 
The New York Thruway 
from 
Albany to Buffalo was blocked un­ 
til 2:30 a. rn. e s t . by towering 
drifts, and highway crews fought 
a losing battle elsewhere trying to 
keep roads open. 
Travel on most 
main 
highways 
was 
limited 
to 
emergency traffic. 
Cold to Continue 
Forecasters warned of continued 
cold and windy weather in New 
York today with blowing and drift 
ing snow and scattered snow flur­ 
ries. 
Blizzard-like conditions were 
predicted east and southeast of 
Lake Ontario. 
Elsewhere, arctic blasts from the 
north knifed as far south as the 
Gulf where the mercury dropped 
to the freezing mark overnight in 
southern 
Georgia 
and 
southern 
Mississippi. 
Florida’s frost-bitten tourists and 
farms also felt the cold weather 
sting as the mercury plunged to 
near or below freezing from the 


northern sections of the state to 1 
south of Miami. 
The cold, air has delayed the 
replanting of truck farms frozen 
out by earlier cold snaps and has 
thrown some 20,000 migrant farm-1 
ors out of work. 
In addition, more 
than one million cattle face star- 1 
vation on the frost-killed ranges. 
Temperatures got no higher than 
the 40s in New Orleans Sunday, hut 
the chilly air failed to dampen the 
opening of the Mardi Gras celebra­ 
tion 
Thousands of spectators don­ 
ne dovercpats to watch the gala 
parades. 
Sub-zero readings were common 
throughout the upper Midwest dur-1 
ing the night from Iowa and IIH- J 
nois through tho Dakotas, Minne­ 
sota and Michigan. 
Temperatures 
skidded into the teens or lower 
from Kansas through Kentucky and 
Virginia.
